the Japanese and not by thu Russian 
mine. 
Urdu's report says

destroyer. They suffered no losses. 


Port Arthur Helpless 


London. April 14.—A dispatch from 


Koine lo the Central 
News states 


that a telegram from New Chwang 
says the report is current that Port 
Arthur may fall at any moment. To- 
go Is landing troops for a siege of the 
place. 


Many Died 


St. Petersburg. April 14.—A defin- 


ite list of the dead by the destruc- 
tion of the Petropavlovsk at 
Port 


Arthur yesterday shows that forty- 
one olIlcer.H and seven hundred and 
fifty men were killed. 


No Navy Now 
Paris. April 14.—The story of the 


disaster to th<* Russian licet and the 
death of Admiral Makaroff has caus- 
ed a profound sensation here and 
there Is a feeling of depression to 
tie noted In olllclal and naval circles. 
The news as yet Is fragmentary and 
conflicting, but the main facts stand 
out that one of the finest battleships 
of. the Russian navy, her best otncer 
of high rank, has been killed, and 
there Is a growing Impression that 
the entire Port Arthur fleet Is so 
demoralized as to be a negligible- 
quantity. 


Whether this result 
has 
been 


brought about by Japanese 
shells 


and torpedoes or misplaced Russian 
mines makes little difference. 
Kith- 


er one malces It apparent that Russia 
must fight this war out on land, with 
no assistance at sea. and It Is ac- 
knowledged..here that this Is going 
to be-no easy-task. 


Further details of the loss of the 


Petropavlosk. and thu fight between 
the opposing fleets Is eagerly await- 
ed. Little credence is given here to 
thu report that Admiral 
Mnkaroff 


took his squadron to sea and permit- 
ted the Japanese to get between him 
ami his 'base. 
Ills 
whole career 


speaks out against such a piece of 
gross carelessness. 
In thu absence 


of more certain information the Rus- 
sian story that the flagship was de- 
stroyed by a misplaced mine while 
retiring before a superior force 
is 


generally credited. 


It Is not believed the situation ns 


to France will be changed even if 
the worst Is true and the whole Port 
Arthur fleet has been put out 
of 


commission. 
In official circles the 


chance that France will be Involved 
at any time Is considered so remote 
as to be hardly worth talking about. 


Toklo Rejoices 


ToUIo. April 
II.—News 
reached 


here today that Admiral Togo has 
succeeded In forcing the 
Russian 


Port Arthur squadron Into a general 
engagement, and has practically de- 
stroyed It, such of the ships as ituc- 
cce-.led In getting uack under the pro- 
tection of the guns at Port Arthur 
being so badly <lamagod, as 'Jo be of 
practically no account. 
The 
fact 
that Admiral Makaroff's flagship, the 
battleship Patropavlovslc -was 
sunk. 


practically with all hands, including 
the Russian commander, seems to he 
beyond dispute. 
The claims of the 


other vessels sunk have not been re- 
ceived, nor has any word come of the 
damage to the Japanese fleet. 
The news has been receive;! with 


every evidence of rejoicing, both by 
the olflclals of the mikado's govern- 
ment and the people. The Japanese 
are not a demonstrative race 
and 


there has not been the noisy celebra- 
tion which would greet such a vic- 
tory In the west, but the realization 
that all danger from fort Arthur has 
been eliminated, and that the Japa- 
nese plan of campaign can now r;o 
forward freely Is fully appreciated. 


Details of the engagement are anx- 


iously awaited. 
If the navy depart- 


ment lias received a report from Ad- 
mlial Togo It has not yet been made 
public. . 


Shaken by Defeat 


London. April 14.—If the reports 


of the Jlaastcr to the Russian squad- 
ron off Port Arthur 
which 
have 


reached here are confirmed by later 
news it may cause a complete change 
In the Russian campaign. 
It Is certain that the Russians havo 
lost the fine battleship Pcti-opavlovsk 
and that Admiral Makaroff. the best 
fighting sailor In the Russian serv- 
ice, went down with his flagship. 


It Is also reported, though this re- 


port has not yet 
received 
official 


confirmation, that another 
Russian 


battleship was sunk In the engage- 
ment and that several others of the 
large Russian vessels wele so ser- 
lauslr damaged as to put them out of 
commission.

If Russia will attempt to 


semi the lialtlc and 
Mediterranean 


squadrons to the far east.

Vessels Wrecked 


Paris. April 14.—St. 
Petersburg 


dispatch Journal states that a rumor 
Is current at the Russian capltol that 
another Russian warship was 
des- 


troyed by a mine. Petit Parlslen has 
a like dispatch. 


Late Accounts 


St. Petersburg. April It.—An offi- 


cial dispatch of a relative engage 
mcnt between Russian and Japanese 
fleets off Port 
Arthur 
yesterday 


states that the Russian 
battleship 


Pobleda was struck and a 
large 


hole torn In Its ship. Japanese sur- 
rounded and sunk the Russian tor- 
pV'do boat Vestrashna. 
Fifty of the 
boat's crew were saved. 


Harbor Is Hlled With Mines. 


The harbor of Pert Arthur is thick- 


ly studded with mines laid at the out- 
break of the war to keep out the 
Japanese fleet. 
Soon nf'er the har- 


bor had boon mined the torpedo trans- 
port Yenesel, which had boon engaged 
In tho work, was blown up by strik- 
ing a mine which had got loose from 
Its moorings. 
Captain Stepanoff was 


killed and his chart showing the loca- 
tion of tho mines was lost. Since then 
two other warships have shared tho 
fate of the Vcnesci. 


The terrible loss of llfo on tho Pet- 


ropavlovsk was duo to tho fact that all 
the men wore at their quarters and 
before they realized what had hap- 
pened the vessel turned over and 
sank. 


Russians Are Terrorized. 


The disaster spread consternation 


among the Russians, which was not 
lessened- by the approach of the big 
Japanese n>?t. 
Rear Admiral Prince 


Ouktomsky assumed command and 
soon overcame the panic that was 
threatening to demoralize- the entire 
fleet. 


Admiral Togo kept his fleet out of 


the range of tho shore batteries and 
llnnlly drew off in the direction of 
Cape Llao-tl-Shan. 


Ho soon returned, however, In still 


greater force, his latest strength In 
battleships, cruisers and 
torpedo- 


boats numbering forty vessels. 


Port Arthur Seems Doomed. 


Admiral Ouktomsky, evidently as a 


forlorn hope, gathered together his 
serviceable vessels and moved boldly 
out to meet tho oncoming Japanese, 
determined to make a last stand In de- 
fense of the Russian stronghold on tho 
oast. 


It Is this last action tho result of 


which is not known, but tho Russian 
lleet, weakened as it Is by losses, IH 
so out of. proportion to that of Ad- 
miral Togo that If the light Is fought 
to a finish the result cannot bo In 
doubt. 


A portion of the Russian fleet may 


bo sai'cd by a second withdrawal to 
the harbor, but It scorns evident that 
Its futu and that of the city Itself has 
already been decided.

In denouncing false or 
Inaccurate 


statements published In the newspa- 
pers, are the very ones who, ns a 
mil-, make the task of the news gath- 
erer most difficult. 
When the report- 


er conies to them with a request 1'or 
Information regarding their 
enter- 


prises, they too often resent such a 
request as an iinperatlncnt Interfer- 
ence with their private affairs. 
If 


the matter submitted to them is tin- 
favorable to their interests, or Is a 
premature disclosure of their plans, 
too often they meet it with 
olHclal 


denials, or If these do not answer the 
purpose, will put into piny inlliicnccs 
which they possess to prevent punll- 
cation. 
If the'matter submitted to 


them Is false, though not Injurious 
to their interests, they may possibly 
refuse to say anything In regard to 
It, allowing the newspaper to publish 
what Is not true, they, in the mean- 
time, perhaps, profiting hy the error, 
and then finally denouncing the news- 
paper for having promulgated a fic- 
tion. 


Rarely, Indeed, do they appreciate 


the fairness and courtesy of a news- 
paper bringing to them Information 
In advance of Its publication, in order 
that they may be able to pass upon 
its truth or falsity. Their whole nt- 
tltude towards the organ of publicity 
Is to Control it for their own benefit. 
There are many notable exceptions, 
but, ns a rule, the financial interests 
in their relations to the press are 
eager only to rule It. Some of them 
go so far ns to own newspapers, or 
to control them through loans to Urn 
management, or some special priv- 
ileges granted to It. Others, in their 
relations with the representatives of 
the press display the greater cour- 
tesy, sauvlty nnd willingness to fur- 
nish Information, whenever it serves 
their purpose to get something before 
the public which will advance the spe- 
cial scheme which they have in hand, 
but, their purpose having been attain- 
oil, they change their attitude. he- 
comn indignant nt the approach of 
the reporter, denounce all 
Inqnirles 


as Impertinences, or close the door 
altogether against the seeker 
after 


truth. Others endeavor, with the arts 
of the diplomat, to deceive. 


Two or three years ago a reputable 


Wall street reporter obtained, from 
reliable sources, the news of an Im- 
portant syndicate which had just been 
formed hy one of the greatest bank- 
ers In the city. 
Ueforo publishing 


his Information, however, ho went, to 
this banker and frankly laid what he 
had before him. The bnnker met the 
statement .with a positive, point-blank, 
denial of Its truth, and then denoun- 
ced the newspapers for the way in 
which they Interfered with the im- 
portant business 
transactions and 


operations. The reporter accepted the 
statement of the hanker. 
In 
good 


faith, nnd withheld the 
information 


which he had received. Tho very next 
dny the official circular announcing 
the syndicate was Issued by the bank* 
er in question." 


What Is true In New York, Is true 


the country over, and the criticism 
applies to many Industries that would 
be materially aided by reliable pub- 
licity. The people pay for news and 
reporters are paid to collect it, with 
Instructions to be careful as to Itii 
accuracy and reliability.
